Continuation of Exhibit shown or demonstration conducted, If Yes, brief description: Window 1 shows interaction of 
two embodiments of invention: Nasdaq Stock Price Viewer, and Browser-enabled e-mail client. Window 2 shows 
client-server calls and server operations. Window 3 shows powerpoint slides regarding the structure of the programs 
and the various layering of the program. Window 4 shows the HTML code of the client page. 

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Interview consisted of Pollack, Lanza, and Wang in a conference 
room, with Hayton videoconferencing. A demonstration was shown regarding the invention, in which a program routine 
on the server develops a static HTML page, a second routine adds <Span> ID tags and converts the page to DHTML, 
and a third routine transmits the page to the server. Periodically, it is determined by the server that a value has 
changed (i.e. the value of a stock or the desire of the client to change the stocks to view), in which case a fourth 
procedure transmits to the client a single command block consisting of the ID of the page to update and the HTML 
code that reflects the changed value. Through the use of the ID tags, the client can update the portion of the page to 
be changed while not changing or refreshing any other portion of the page. See 1.4-1.6 of the specification. 

Discussion was made regarding proposed amendments, and differences to the art from frames, ASP, and known 
applets such as stock and news tickers. Further discussion was made regarding differences between the above and 
the Hawes in view of Lafer combination. Applicants are considering adding limitations regarding the page identifiers, 
the client-server functionality and communications, the monitoring methods on both the client and server, and the code 
functionality and heirarchy on the server. Applicant will also write a detailed remarks section in which the invention is 
described in depth, and the differences to the frames, art, etc., are more deeply explored. Applicant was advised that 
the examiner has no negotiating authority and cannot make binding agreements. Applicant was further advised that 
more search, particularly in DHTML, may be necessary. 

It was also noted that a certain piece of art, Heidingsfeld, may result in Interference proceedings.
